A CANAL TREATY. 


I 


P IT shall turn out that Great Britain's compe 


tent authority has agreed to have submitted a 


treaty, comprehending an isthmain canal, carrying 
the terms reported in the press dispatches, an im- 
portant question which has created considerable 
concern will be speedily settled. 
It is said that it is 


agreed that Great Britain not only gives her consenl 
to the abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, bul 
grants formal permission that the United States 
shall construct and own a canal across the isthmus; 
such canal shall be altogether neutral in times oi 
peace, admitting all vessels on equal terms and re 
quiring of all equal conditions. But in time of svar, 
oj threatened conflict, the United States shall be re- 
lieved of all of those conditions, and exercise the 
fullest rights of ownership, not only excluding all 
foreign vessels, but fortifying or in any other way 
strengthening its defense or that of our own coun 
try, as far as it may be done by indirect means. 


There can be no doubt of the ratification of such 


a treaty by the United States Senate, action that is 
necessary to make a treaty effective, and where the 
last draft was killed because it fell so fai short of 
these provisions. 
Secretary Hay was content to 


have that sort of a treaty, but the Senate was not, 
and Great Britain failed to accept the amendments 
the Senate proposed. It appeared that no agree- 
ment was likely to be reached between the two 
parties and if a canal was completed it would need 
be done without the formality of a friendly under- 
standing with Great Britain. This was certainly 
undesirable. 
The complete backdown t>l Great 


Britain, if it shall be confirmed, comes, therefore, 
like a thunderboldt from a clear sky. 
Whether the 


closer friendship that has been manifested in sever- 
al ways has contributed to the outcome, or whether 
Great Britain has become satisfied that she has in 
reality nothing to lose by it and the possibility of 
gaining something indirectly, may never be definite 
ly known. Having made such a treaty the United 
States will be left free to give its undivided atten- 
tion in the canal matter, to its establishment and 
construction, a freedom from aa annoyance that is 
most gratifying. 


If the agreement is as repuuted there is room for

HOLLANDS MODE OF EXPANSION. 


T 


HERE is some style in the expansion business 
as it is being conducted by Holland. 
Some- 


thing over seven centuries ago, what is now the 
Zuider Zee was a fertile pls.iu and the most produc- 
tive of Holland's possessions. But away back in 
the thirteenth century the waters of the North Sea 
broke through the slight cosist barrier and inundat- 
ed the lowlands in the interior, which have since 
been literally a waste of waters. 


Now the Hollanders propose to drive back the 


sea and reclaim the submerged land About a quart- 
er of a century ago a small arm of the Zuider Zee 
was taken possession of and transformed into fertile 
and productive meadow land. 
It is now proposed 


that the entire sea shall be driven out of the coun- 
try. 
It is to be effected by a system of dams, sluices 


and dyke subdivisions, and giadually pumped dry. 
It is estimated that over 450,1x10 acres can be thus 
wits ted from the sea and reclaimed, and at the ap- 
proximate cost of $155,000,000. The vSalt Lake 
Herald in speaking oi this remarkable entei prise 
says: It will be noticed that the problem confront- 
ing Holland in its efforts at internal expansion is 
about the exact antithesis of the one that must be 
solved by the United States. 
In western America 


is a desert that needs only an adequate supply of 
water to make it the most fertile1,(aiming country in 
th«- world. To do this will require the constiaction 
of reservoirs and canals of such magnitude that it 
can only be accomplished by aid from the national 
government. 
But the outlay demanded and the 


difficulties t(> be encountered, when compared to 
the vastness of un-a to be reclaimed, will bring- far 
richer returns than Holland can hope foi. 


It is high time that the United States govern- 


ment was taking active steps in this important work, 
and it is to be hoped that the example set by the 
energetic little European kingdom will stir in the 
breasts of oui OVMI lawmakers a spirit of emulation.

•IKNEY WILL SOON BE FREE. 


I AMES HENEV, of this city, who was sentenced 
J 
to a term in the penitentiary tor robbery of the 


United States mint about six years ago will soon be 
a free man. His term will be up on the 28th inst. 
After that he will begin to do time for his fine, 
Which amounted to $5,000, but which will only take 
30 days in the penitentiary to wipe out, as prisoners 
fre allowed nearly $170 a day on a tine of that de- 
fcription. Heney will therefore be liberated on 
November 27.—Appeal. 


The above is correct so fai as the sentence is 


Concerned. The Appeal, however, is mistaken in 
regard to the terms of discharge in relation to the 


fine. After thirty days the prisoner can apply for 
his discharge and the matter will be taken before a 
United States Commissioner for investigation. 
If 


the prisoner can show that he has no property in 
his possession or secreted, or in other words, if he 
proves that he is unable to pay the fine or any part 
of it, upon taking such an oath the Commissioner 
will o,rder his discharge. The Commissioner's action 
however, is not necessarily final, as either side can 
appeal from it to the United States District court. 
Uncle Sam does not pay $170 a day wages to the 
President, much less to convicts working out a 
fine.
